After two months (July 1), make the following sign changes at the
intersection of NW 126" Street and W Waverly Road:

* Remove Stop signs on W Waverly Road for east and westbound traffic

* Remove the 4-way signs below each stop sign at the intersection

* |nstall “Cross Traffic Does Not Stop” signs below the Stop signs on NW
126™ Street for north and southbound traffic. Remove these warning
signs after a six-month adjustment period.

The above sign changes are a result of an investigation of traffic volume
indicating a higher volume of traffic on W Waverly Road as compared to NW
126" Street.
